It will be the 
id0.1 to use the llrst floor for oUlces 
ami operating room, and the base- 
mom will lie used for a workshop 
and MoruKt! room, and it Is expected 
thai ino building as proposed here 
will solve the company for a good 
many years to 
come, 
unless 
the 


growth is oven more rapid than It has 
uooii In tho past. 


It is proposed to put in a switch- 


hoaid of a later and more improved 
iypu than the one now in use, and by 
thl.s method improve tho service 
noiiicwlini over what It Is at the pres- 
I'lii time. This new board will be of 
Die hcmiautomallc typo and is so ar- 
ranged that when once tho operator 
has made the connection called for 
the matter passes out of her hands 
,uid it it, Impossible for her to listen 
In to any conversation that may taite 
place over Die lines.

In the present system operated by 


the Wood County 
Telephone Co., 


•^onie principles embodied in the ser- 
vice aio objectionable and since tte 
old board was installed in 1907 many 
boUnnnciiLs in the development of 
the telephone art have been made. 
On the present system at what is 
termed the "busy hour" In telephone 
traffic, each operator being able to 
answer a certain number of sub- 
scrlbco, tho answering time neces- 
sarily Is slow, but with the new 
switchboard any operator can wait 
upon any subscriber, that is, the first 
Idle girl gets the call, therefore the 
answering time is considerably faster. 


In the present switchboard it is 


possible for a local operator to listen 
on at miking connection, and while 
they are usually too busy to do this, 
yet the subscriber feels that fche Is 
listening, while with the new switch- 
board no operator can, "listen in" on 
a talking connection or one estao- 
lished, In other words, there is "se- 
cret service."

In the present system operated by 


the Wood County 
Telephone Co., 


some principles embodied in the ser- 
vice are objectionable and since the 
old board was installed in 1907 many 
betterments in the development of 
the telephone art have been made. 
On the present system at what is 
termed the "busy hour" in telephone 
traffic, each operator being able to 
answer a certain number of sub- 
scribers, the answering time neces- 
sarily is slow, but with the new- 
switchboard any .operator can wait 
upon any subscriber, that is, the first 
idle girl gets the call, therefore the 
answering time is considerably faster, 


In the present switchboard it is 


possible for a local operator to listen 
on at talking connection, and while 
they are usually too busy to do this, 
yet the subscriber feels that she is 
listening, while with the new switch- 
board no operator can "listen in" on. 
a talking connection or one estab- 
lished, in other words, there is "se- 
cret service." 
This also means if 


she has no listening key with which 
to listen, her efforts in handling and 
completing calls are not retarded, 
consequently she handles a far great- 
er number of calls. 
The system to be installed is also 


equipped with 
automatic 
machine 


ringing. Heretofore the operator did 
the ringing manually. This took up 
much of her time on re-ringing. Now 
with the new switchboard the la;v 
function an operator has in 'complet- 
ing a call is in setting an automatis 
machine ringing key, at which time 
ber telephone set is disconnected 
from the connection, and the machine 
rings the called party's bell one sec- 
ond on and four seconds idle inter- 
mittently until the called party ans- 
wers or the calling party hangs up, 
at which time the automatic ringing 
ceases. 
The calling party also re- 


ceives an audible tone in his receiver 
which indicates to him the called for 
party is being 
rung and 
it is 


not • necessary for the calling sub- 
scriber to ask the operator to ring 
the called party. 
Another splendid feature embodied 


in the new switchboard is an auto- 
matic recall. On the present switch- 
board after completing the first call 
or conversation, it has been difficult 
to attract the attention of the opera- 
tor to initiate a second call or recall. 
This, most likely, was due to the 
aperator who handled your first call 
being busy handling other caMs. On 
the new switchboard when the party 
who created the first call has finished 
talking and desire to make a recall or 
second call, he simply depresses and 
releases his receiver hook and his

There- 
fore the recall! answering time is as 
fast as the original call answering 
time.

Milwaukee — Charles R. Carpenter, 


former cashier of the Commercial and 
Savings b»nk of Racine, who pleaded 
guilty to violating state banking laws, 
was sentenced to two years and six 
months In the house of correction by 
Municipal Judge A. C. Backus. 
For 


conspiring similar violations, which 
finally wrecked the bank, former Pres- 
ident B. Hinrichs was fined $500. 


The two bankers were indicted in 


Racine county and tho case was 
brought to Milwaukee for trial, but 
when the trials were about to open, 
both changed their pleas to guilty to 
several counts in the indictments. 


Tho bank clased Sept. 17.1914. after 


State Banking Commlsioner A. E. Ku- 
olt had uncovered false statements in 
reports by the officials. Carpenter and 
Hinrichs were charged in the main 
with having reported increases in the 
amount of money due from reserve 
banks and minimizing amounts of over- 
drafts. 


In sentencing them Judge Backus 


stated that he did not believe they had 
any intention of wrongdoing, but had 
been actuated by a desire to aid 
friends who were in financial 
diffi- 


culties, 


"However, the law has been violat- 


ed arid I must make an example of the 
defendants," said tho court. 


Hinrichs, who is 02 years old, Is 


said to have become almost a pauper, 
his fortune of ?60,000 having boon giv- 
en over to creditors of the bank.

tions committee reported the war, army 
and navy deficiency bill, carrying n to- 
tal of $3,390,946,000, including $400,- 
000,000 for construction and purchase 
of an'American merchant marine. 


The committee added $503,392,000 to 


the house' bill. Among the senate In- 
creases were $500,000 for the council 
of national defense, $1,000,000 for de- 
tention of Interned Germans, $26,000,- 
000 for army machine guns and $35,- 
•000,000 for heavy army ordnance.

ation of $400,000,000 and authorized 
$350,000,000 more for use later as an 
"emergency shipping fund," 


The bill authorizes the government 


to commandeer shipyards, factories or 
the products of such factories and to 
take over existing shipbuilding con- 
tracts of private Individuals or for- 
eign governments.

cilities taken over ure to be paid for 
at a reasonable price. Persons refus- 
ing to deliver requisitioned factories 
or establishments would be penalized. 


Senate and house conferees on the 


army bill agreed to report the meas- 
ure with the provision authorizing 
the president to raise the volunteer 
division Colonel Roosevelt desires to 
lead to France. No other changes in 
the bill were made by the conferees.

change the house provision for the 
Roosevelt volunteers. As the senate 
by a large vote previously approved 
the volunteer force, Its final adoption 
by both houses Is regarded as certain. 


Conferees decided not to reopen 


other questions. The conscription ago 
remains from twenty-one to thirty 
years inclusive. Before the week ends 
the conferees hope to have the bill 
finally adopted by both houses and 
sent to the president.

"The British admiralty states that 


a flotilla o£ United States destroyers 
recently arrived In this country to co- 
operate wlthvour naval forces in the 
prosecution of the war," is the text of 
the official statement 


Rear Admiral Sims, U. S. N., who is 


in general command of all the United 
States naval forces that arc sent to 
European waters. Is in daily touch 
with the chief of the British naval 
staff. 


The admiralty announcement says 


the services which the American ves- 
sels are rendering to the allied cause 
are of the greatest value and are ap- 
preciated deeply. 


Messages of greeting were ex- 


changed between Admiral Sir David 
Beatty, commanding the British grand 
fleet, and Admiral Mayo, commander 
of the American Atlantic fleet 


"The grand fleet rejoices that the 


Atlantic fleet now shares the task of 
preserving the liberties of the world 
and maintenance of chivalry on the 
seas," Beatty's message to 
Mayo 


stated. 


In reply, Admiral Mayo said: 
"The 


Atlantic fleet appreciates your mes- 
sage and welcomes the opportunity to 
work with the British for freedom of 
the seas." 


After the exchange of shore greet- 


ings and the British commander had 
congratulated the American officers on 
their safe voyage, he asked : 


"When will you be ready for busi- 


ness?" 


"We are ready to start at once," the 


American commander replied promptly. 


This response, so characteristically 


American, surprised the British com- 
mander, who said he had not expected 
the Americans would be ready to be- 
gin work on this side so soon after 
their- long voyage. He made a short 
tnur of the destroyers and admitted 
that the American tars looked pre- 
pared. 


"Yes," replied the American com- 


mander, "we made preparations on the 
way over. That is why we are ready." 


The American navy's actual entry 


into the war zone has already been 
productive of. a brush between a de- 
stroyer and a German underwater 
boat, according to an announcement 
by Lho British admiralty, but the re- 
sult of it has not been made public. 


The destroyer squadron arrived here 


and almost immediately put to sea 
again Cor the hard work that is he- 
fore it. 


A crowd of several hundred persons, 


some of them carrying tiny American 
flags, linod the water front and cheered 
the destroyers from the moment they 
first elghted the flotilla until it reached 
the dock. 


On arriving in Queenstown some of 


the members of the crews of the de 
stroyers were granted 
brief shore 


leave. They were fairly made captives 
by the townspeople, who Insisted on 
taking them to their homes.

HOW THE GREAT ARMY WILL BE 


RAISED BY SELECTIVE 


CONSCRIPTION. 


QUICK CENSUS TO BE TAKEN 


Good Physical Condition and Lack of 


Dependent 
Relatives 
the . Prime 


Requisites—First Half Million Will 
Constitute Finest of Armies. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington,—The new army la^ls 


one of selective conscription. 
'Just 


•what does it mean? Thousands upon 
thousands of letters have been re- 
ceived by war department offlctal* nnd 
by members of congress asking In ef- 
fect that question. 


It is to the credit of young America 


that the vast majority of the letters 
of Inquiry received from men of mili- 
tary nge have as their inspiration a 
desire to serve. 
There have been 


very few letter* of inquiry showing 
any desire on the part of the writers 
to escape service If possible. 


The United States government not 


only will take a quick census of the 
men subject to the provisions of the 
legislation, but one of the m«n who 
are likely to be ordered to the colors 
when it is necessary to raise anather 
army. 
The young men will go first 


and then it may be that older men 
will be called upon, but the estimates 
are that two armies of 500,000 men 
can be raised without extending the 
age limits and without depleting the 
ranks of those whose services In agri- 
culture or in the factories are abso- 
utely essential, not only to the well- 
being of the forces in the field but to 
that of the people at home. 


The Chief Requisites. 


The prime thing necessary for serv- 


ice is good physical condition. 
It 


must not be supposed from this that 
young men who temporarily are a lit- 
tle run down can expect to be released 
from service. There is nothing so up- 
building as open air exercise with good 
food and regular hours. 


After the physical condition of the 


men has been determined und per- 
haps even before, Inquiry will disclose 
whether or not they have persons de- 
pendent upon them for support. It Is 
not the desire of the government to 
send men"info the army If relatives nre 
to become dependent upon the govern- 
ment for their livelihood because of 
the removal of their livelihood's prop. 


A good deal has been snld about 


a "conscript army." 
The new army 


will be conscripted, but the sting of 
conscription, if there be nny such, will 
be removed. Nearly every French sol- 
dier nt the front today Is a conscript 
There nre a few Frenchmen who, way 
beyond the nge limit, succeeded In In- 
ducing the authorities to accept their 
services because they could slrow that 
despite their age they were ns phys- 
ically capnble ns some of the much 
younger ones In the ranks. 


There is nnother thing which will, 


in n large measure, do away with "con- 
scription" criticism. The government 
wants' for Its first nrmy men who 
have the volunteer spirit It will not 
be strictly legal perhaps for discrimina- 
tion to be mnde between the willing 
nnd the unwilling. 
It is not to be 


taken for granted, however, thnt the 
unwilling ones will say thnt they nre 
unwilling except In some pronounced 
cases and In the cases of the arrant 
cowards. 


The men with the real volunteer 


spirit, the heart desire to serve their 
country, army men think will make 
the tiling so manifest that the shin- 
ing spirit will compel attention to 
them, and the recruiting officers, or 
conscription officers, if you wish so to 
call them, being human and willing to 
go against the point .of least resist- 
ance, unquestionably will give ardent 
youth the first chance. 


It Is known that army officers be- 


lieve the first 500,000 Americans to 
be called to the colors wfll constitute 
the finest army physically nnd mental- 
ly ever called to the country's stand- 
ards. The United States hns n con- 
tinental pppulntlgn of nearly 100,000,- 
000 people. To get from this hug* 
number 500,000 stalwart youngsters Is 
a comparatively easy task. 
It Is 


thought that in the ranks of the first 
500,000 there will be probably 100,000 
men who have seen some kind of mili- 
tary training. It Is also thought thnt 
among them \V111 be thousands upon 
thousands, who have had physical 
trainiuc in outdoor and Indoor, ath- 
letics. 


Vralning In New Methods. 


In congress the opposition to the 


raising of nn army on the universal 
liability to service plan gave no heed 
to anything except the mnin point fn 
contention. Army officers do not say 
it out loud, but It Is known they hold 
thnt the opponents of selective con- 
scription cannot see beyond the rear 
line of trenches in the 
homelnnd 


prepnrntion camp. 


1 Lieutenant General Bridges of the 
British forces has said plainly that the 
best of England's youth, the men who 
have mnde good officers, volunteered 
nt the outset of the war nod bore the 
brunt of the fighting following the bat- 
tle of the Mnruc, and suffered terrfble 
cnsunltles. The result was that the 
officer-ranking material was sadly de- 
pleted and when It cnrne to raising 
other armies the men were lacking for 
instruction and for lending, purposes. 


American nrmy authorities from thfe 


very beginning have Inld stress upon 
the necessity of.trnining officers for 
the forces to be raised. The country 
rend nbout the Officers' Reserve corps

ed States can get officers of spirit aad 
understanding. 


Slackers Not Good Officers. 


Here is what an American soldier, 


has said: 


"No slacker ever made a good col- 


onel, nor a good- second lieutenant, nor 
a good corporal, nor a good private. 
Sometimes the slacker Is only Indiffer- 
ent In temperament and when he gets 
Into the service he makes a good sol- 
dier, but he needs proper leadership. 
He could get it from the men of will- 
ing spirit and adaptability to the les- 
sons of command. If all such men 
had to be taken Into the ranks at the 
first and sent to Europe, there perhaps 
to be killed or maimed, who would be 
left to give to the slacker who Is pnly 
lethargic the proper training to make 
of him a good first line fighter?" 


Some of our troops probably will go 


quickly to Europe, but enough good 
soldiers will stay here for-training 
purposes. 
When the troops of our 


nrmy get Into the Instruction camps 
they will enter a school which Is dif- 
ferent In Its Instruction and in Its 
methods from the army schools of an- 
other day. On the continent maneu- 
vers, tactics and strategy have shown 
marked changes from the battle and 
carapalgnlngs of other years. Men 
rend dnlly of entanglements of barbed, 
wire and of obstacles to advance which 
make the old pointed stake obstruc- 
tion seem easy going. The American 
troops will be trained to get over and 
through things, no matter what they 
are. 


Wall-scaling Is a comparatively easy' 


practice, but wall-scaling Is the eas- 
iest of the things which the recruit 
soldiers of eight weeks' standing will 
be taught at the American camps o> 
military instruction. 


Generals In Their New Posts. 


Mnj. Gen. Leonard Wood has gone 


Into headquarters at Charleston, S. C., 
to take command of the Southeastern 
department/; MaJ. Gen. J. Franklin 
Bell has moved into the quarters just 
vacated by General Wood at Govern- 
or's Island, and Brig. Gen. Clarence 
H. Edward*, has found station nnd 
quarters as commandeer of the New 
England department with headquar- 
ters at Boston. 


So It Is that May, the moving month 


of Americans, has seen tbe first army 
transportations probably solved. Gen- 
eral Wood, ranking officer of the Unit- 
ed States nrmy, hns gone to his semi- 
subordinate command at Charleston 
with a loyalty to orders and a cheer- 
fulness of demeanor that marks the 
true soldier. 


Major General Bell, who will find 


that his predecessor, Genernl Wood, 
hns set things In order for him In the 
big New York department, is a soldier 
of rare experience and rare attain- 
ment. It is understood that he feels 
the responsibility which rests upon his 
shoulders to make good in n command 
in which a superior officer made good. 


General Edwards, who left his for- 


mer command on the Isthmian Canal 
Zone two weeks ago, stopped In Wash- 
ington for a day nnd then went to 
New York to confer with 
General 


Wood, nnd thence he went to Boston 
to take up the problems wWch will 
confront him In the newly made de- 
partment. 


Edwards, like Bell, will discover that 


Wood has helped him much. General 
Wood's former command Included all 
the eastern part of the United States. 
The-const problems from the Gulf to 
East Cape, Maine, were solved in large 
part by the man who has gone to 
Charleston. 


New Problems Confront Them. 


It must not be thought, however, 


jthat the three general officers now on 
the eastern const and the other gen- 
eral officers, Pershlng In the South- 
west, Ban*y in Chicago, Sibert on the 
Pacific const and others 
elsewhere, 


will not have new problems confront- 
ing them. A great army Is to be raised 
and trained, and detachments of it will 
go Into camp at 
different 
places 


throughout the United States. The re- 
sponsibility for the proper training of 
these men, for the proper care, and for 
turning them as quickly as possible In- 
to good soldiers will rest on the major 
generals and brigadier generals In 
whose depnrtments the cnmps are 
pitched. 


The factors In the problem are many. 


Some of them nre prime factors and 
before the solution comes the proper 
methods to be followed in arriving nt 
the result-must "be determined. The 
general officers of the United States 
have a work in front of them upon 
which may depend victory or defeat 
for democracy's war against despot- 


Ism. 


Washington nlrendy Is beginning to1 


speculnte upon promotions for the 
higher ranking officers of the army. It 
seems to be assured that as soon as 
a great army is raised nnd gets into 
service trim congress will revive the 
"grade of lieutenant general and the 
president will be nsked to name offi 
cers for promotion to a rank which to- 
day, except on the retired list, Is non- 
existent. 


It seems to be generally agreed that 


If three lieutenant generals are named 
the rank will be given to Wood, Bell 
and Barry and that If by any chance 
a fourth should be added, it will be 
given to Pershing. It must be remem- 
bered that General Scott, the chief 
of stuff, nnd General Bliss both are to 
retire from active service within a few 
months.

RAISED BY SELECTIVE 


CONSCRIPTION. 


QUICK CENSUS TO BE TAKEN 


Good Physical Condition and Lack of 


Dependent 
Relatives 
the 
Prime 


Requisites—First Half Million Will 
Constitute Finest of Armies. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington,—The new army law Is 


one of selective conscription. 
Just 


•what does It mean? Thousands upon 
thousands of letters have been re- 
ceived by war department offlctal* and 
by members of congress asking In ef- 
fect that question. 


It is to the credit of young America 


that tho vast majority of the letters 
of Inquiry received from men of mili- 
tary age have us their Inspiration a 
deslro to serve. 
There have been 


very few letter* of inquiry showing 
any desire on the part of the writers 
to escape service if possible. 


The United States government not 


only will toko a quick census of the 
men subject to the provisions at the 
legislation, but one of the nrtn who 
arc likely to be ordered to the colors 
when It is necessary to raise another 
army. 
Tho young men will go first 


and then It may be that older men 
will be called upon, but the estimates 
are that two armies of 500,000 men 
can bo raised without extending the 
ago limits and without depleting the 
ranks of those whose services In agri- 
culture or In the factories are nbso- 
utely essential, not only to the well- 
being of the forces In the Cold but to 
that of the people at home. 


The Chief Requisites. 


The prlmo thing necessary for serv- 


ice Is good physical condition. 
It 


must not bo supposed from this that 
young men who temporarily are a lit- 
tlo run down can expect to be released 
from service. There Is nothing so up- 
building as open air exercise with good 
food and regular hours. 


After the physical condition of the 


men has been determined and per- 
haps even before, inquiry will disclose 
whether or not they have persons de- 
pendent upon them for support. 
It is 


not the desire of the government to 
send men Into the army If relatives are 
to become dependent upon the govern- 
ment for their livelihood because of 
tho removal of their livelihood's prop, 


A good deal 1ms been paid about 


a "conscript army." 
The new army 


will be conscripted, but the Ming of 
conscription, If ihero be any such, will 
be removed. Nearly every French sol- 
dier at the front today Is a conscript. 
There are u few Frenchmen who, way 
beyond the age limit, succeeded In In- 
ducing the authorities to accept their 
services, because they could slww that 
despite their ago they were as phys- 
ically capable us some of tlio much 
younger ones In the ranks. 


There Is another tiling which will, 


In a largo measure, do away with "con- 
scription" criticism. The government 
wants for Its first army men who 
have the volunteer .spirit. It will not 
be strictly legal perhaps for discrimina- 
tion to be made between the willing 
and the unwilling. 
It Is not to be 


taken for granted, however, that the 
unwilling ones will say that they are 
unwilling except In some pronounced 
cases and In the cases of the arrant 
cowards. 


The men with the real volunteer 


uplrlt, the heart desire to serve their 
country, army men think will make 
the thing so manifest that ttie shin- 
ing spirit will compel attention to 
them, and the recruiting ofllcers, or 
conscription ofllcers, if you wish so to 
call them, being human and willing to 
go ngnlnst the point of least resist- 
ance, unquestionably will give ardent 
youth the first chance. 


It Is known that army ofllcers be- 


lieve the first 000,000 Americans to 
be called to the colors will constitute 
the finest army physically and menial- 
ly ever called to t!io country's stand- 
ards. 
The United States has a con- 


tinental population of nearly lOO.OOO,- 
000 people. 
To cot from this hug4 


number 000,000 stalwart youngsters Is 
a comparatively easy task. 
It is 


thought that In the ranks of the first 
500,000 there will be probably 100,000 
men who have seen some kind of mili- 
tary training. It Is also thought that 
among them will be thousands upon 
thousand?., who have 
had 
physical 


training In outdoor and Indoor ath- 
letics. 


Training In New Methods.

METHODS OF DRAFT 


HOW THE GREAT ARMY WILL BE 


RAISED BY SELECTIVE 


CONSCRIPTION. 


OUICK CENSUS TO BE TAKEN 


Good Physical Condition and Lack of 


Dependent 
Relatives the 
Prime 


Requisites—First Half Million Will 
Constitute Finest of Armies. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington.—The new army law Is 


one of selective conscription. 
Just 


what does It mean? Thousands upon 
thousands of letters have been re- 
ceived by war department offlckil* and 
by members of congress asking In ef- 
fect that question. 


It is to the credit of young America 


that the vast majority ol the letters 
ol Inquiry received from men of mili- 
tary age have as their inspiration a 
desire to serve. 
There have been 


very few letter* of Inquiry showing 
any desire on the part of the writers 
to escape service if possible. 


The United States government not 


only will take a quick census of the 
men subject to the provisions o* the 
legislation, but one of the nren who 
are likely to be ordered to the colors 
when it is necessary to raise another 
army. The young men will go first 
and then it may be that older men 
will be called upon, but the estimates 
are that two armies of 500,000 men 
can be raised without extending the 
age limits and without depleting the 
ranks of those whose services In agri- 
culture or in the factories are abso- 
utely essential, not only to the well- 
being of the forces In the field but to 
that ol the people at home. 


The Chief Requisites. 


The prime thing necessary for serv- 


ice Is good physical condition. 
It 


must not be supposed from this that 
young men who temporarily are a lit- 
tle run down can expect to be released 
from service. There Is nothing so up- 
building as open air exercise with good 
food and regular hours. 


After the physical condition of the 


men has been determined and per- 
haps even before, Inquiry will disclose 
whether or not they have persons de- 
pendent upon them for support. It Is 
not the desire of the government to 
send men into the army if relatives are 
to become dependent upon the govern- 
ment for their Uvelihood because of 
the removal of their livelihood's prop. 


A good deal has been said about 


a "conscript army." 
The new army 


will be conscripted, but the sting of 
conscription, if there be any such, will 
be removed. Nearly every French sol- 
dier at the front today is a conscript. 
There are u few Frenchmen who. way 
beyond the age limit, succeeded In in- 
ducing the authorities to accept their 
services because they could slww that 
despite their age they were as phys- 
ically capable as some of the much 
younger ones In the ranks. 


There is another thing which will, 


In a large measure, do away with "con- 
scription" criticism. The government 
wants' for its first army men who 
have the volunteer spirit. It will not 
be strictly legal perhaps for discrimina- 
tion to be made between the willing- 
and the unwilling. 
It Is not to be 


taken for granted, however, that the 
unwilling ones will say that they are 
unwilling except in some pronounced 
cases and In the cases of the arrant 
cowards. 


The men with the real volunteer 


spirit, the heart desire to serve their 
country, army men think will make 
the thing so manifest that rhe shin- 
ing spirit will compel attention to 
them, and the recruiting officers, or 
conscription officers. If you wish so to 
call them, being human and willing to 
go against the point .of least resist- 
ance, unquestionably will give ardent 
youth the first chance. 


It Is known that army officers be- 


lieve the first 500,000 Americans to 
be called to the colors wHl constitute 
the finest army physically and mental- 
ly ever called to the country's stand- 
ards. The United States has n con- 
tinental population of nearly 100,000,- 
000 people. 
To get from this hug* 


number 500.000 stalwart youngsters Is 
a comparatively easy 
task. 
It Is 


thought that in the ranks of the first 
500,000 there will be probably 100,000 
men who have seen some kind of mili- 
tary training. It is also thought that 
among them vflll be thousands upon 
thousands, who have had 
physical 


training in outdoor and indoor ath- 
letics. 


Training in New Methods. 


In congress the opposition to the 


raising of an army on the -universal 
liability to sen-ice plan gave no heed 
to anything except the main point fn 
content ion. Army officers do not say 
it out loud, but it is known they hold 
that the opponents of selective con- 
scription cannot see beyond the rear 
line of trenches in the homeland 
preparation camp. 
' Lieutenant General Bridges of the 
British forces has said plainly that the 
best of England's youth, the men who 
have made good officers, volunteered 
at the outset of the war and bore the 
brunt of the fighting following the bat- 
tle of the Marno, and suffered terrible 
casualties. The result was that the 
officer-making material was sadly de- 
pleted and when it came to raising 
other armies tlie men were lacking for 
Instruction and for leading purposes. 


American army authorities from the 


very beginning have laid «tri*s upon 
the" 
necessity of training officers for 


the forces to be raised. The country 
read about the Officers' Reserve corps

It Is held here, 
however, will need officers and more 
officers, and If all the willing men, and 
men In whom the qualities of command 
are latent and can be brought out, are 
sent out with the first forces, It Is 
asked If It Is to be expected that out 
of the ranks of the unwilling the Unit- 
ed States can get officers ol spirit and 
understanding. 


Slackers Not Good Officers. 


Here Is what an American soldier 


has said: 


"No slacker ever made a good col- 


onel, nor a good second lieutenant, nor 
a good corporal, nor a good private. 
Sometimes the slacker Is only Indiffer- 
ent In temperament and when he gets 
Into the service he makes a good sol- 
dier, but he needs proper leadership. 
He could get It from the men ol will- 
ing spirit and adaptability to the lea- 
sons ol command. II all such men 
had to be taken Into the ranks at the 
first and sent to Europe, there perhaps 
to be killed or maimed, who would be 
left to give to the slacker who Is pnly 
lethargic the proper training to make 
of him a good first line fighter?" 


Some of our troops probably will go 


quickly to Europe, but enough good 
soldiers will stay here for training 
purposes. 
When the troops of our 


army get into the Instruction camps 
they will enter a school which Is dif- 
ferent In Its Instruction and in Its 
methods from the army schools of an- 
other day. On the continent maneu- 
vers, tactics and strategy have shown 
marked changes from the battle and 
campaigning ol other years. Men 
read dally of entanglements ol barbed 
wire and of obstacles to advance which 
make the old pointed stake obstruc- 
tion seem easy going. The American 
troops will be trained to get over and 
through things, no matter what they 
are. 


Wall-scaling Is a comparatively easy' 


practice, but wall-scaling Is the eas- 
iest ol the things which the recruit 
soldiers ol eight weeks' standing will 
be taught at the American camps of, 
military instruction. 


Generals In Their New Posts. 


Maj. 
Gen. Leonard Wood has gone 


Into headquarters at Charleston, S. C., 
to take command ol the Southeastern 
department/; Maj. Gen. J. 
Franklin 


Bell has moved into the quarters just 
vacated by General Wood at Govern- 
or's Island, nnd Brig. Gen. Clarence 
R. Edward*, has found station and 
quarters as commandeer of the New 
Kngland department with headquar- 
ters at Boston. 


So it Is that May, the moving month 


of Americans, has seen the first army 
transportations probably solved. Gen- 
eral Wood, ranking officer of the Unit- 
ed States army, has gone to his semi- 
subordinate command at Charleston 
with a loyalty to orders and a cheer- 
fulness of demeanor that marks the 
true soldier. 


Major General Bell, who win find 


that his predecessor, General Wood, 
has set things In order for him In the 
big New York department, Is a soldier 
of rare experience and rare attain- 
ment. It is understood that he feels 
the responsibility which rests upon his 
shoulders to make good in a command 
In which a superior officer made good. 


General Edwards, who left his for- 


mer command on the Isthmian Canal 
Zone two weeks ago. stopped In \Vash- 
inpton for a day and then went to 
New York to confer with General 
Wood, and thence he went to Boston 
to take up the problems wWch will 
confront him In the newly made de- 
partment. 


Edwards, like Bell, will discover that 


Wood has helped him much. 
General 


Wood's former command Included all 
the eastern part of the United States. 
The-coast problems from the Gulf to 
East Cape, Maine, were solved in large 
pnrt by the man who has gone to 
Charleston. 


New Problems Confront Them. 


It must not be thought, however, 


jthat the three general officers now on 
the eastern coast and the other gen- 
eral officers. Pershlng in the South- 
west. Ban-y in Chicago, Slbert on the 
Pacific coast and others 
elsewhere, 


will not have new problems confront- 
ing them. A great army Is to be raised 
and trained, and detachments of It will 
go into camp at 
different 
places 


throughout the United States. The re- 
sponsibility for the proper training of 
these men. for the proper care, and for 
turning them as quickly as possible in- 
to good soldiers will rest on the major 
generals and brigadier generals In 
whose departments the camps are 
pitched. 
The factors in the problem are many. 


Some of them are prime factors nnd 
before the solution comes the proper 
methods to be followed In arriving nt 
ihe result, must be determined. The 
-eneral officers of the United States 
have a work in front of them upon 
which may depend victory or defeat 
for democracy's war against despot- 
Ism.Washington already is beginning to 
speculate upon promotions for the 
higher ranking officers of the army. It 
seems to be assured that as soon as 
a great army is raised and gets into 
service trim congress will revive the 
'grade ol lieutenant general and the 
president will be asked to name offi- 
cers for promotion to a rank which to- 
day, except on the retired list, Is non- 
existent. 
It seems to be generally agreed that 


if three lieutenant generals arc named 
the rank will be given to Wood, Bell 
and Barry and that If by any chance 
a fourth "should be added, it will be 
given to Pershlng. It must be remem- 
bered that General Scott, the chief 
of staff, and General Bliss both are to 
retire from active service within a few 
months.

HOW "PUSSYFOOT" JOHNSON MADE 


CITJZENSIMNDIAN CHARGES 


Story of a Deed That Will Render Johnson Immortal in the Hearts 


of the Pueblo Indians-Fights for Boy Deputy Against 


Forces of Bad Government Which Ultimately 


Cost Him His Official Position. 


ANOTHER OF JOHNSON'S GREAT EXPLOITS 


the 
He 


The case of Juan Crux, which cre- 


ated a sensation in the West and was 
la8trumental In rending the Indian 
department asunder, was also 
cause of Johnaon's resignation, 
could not have maintained his posi- 
tion at the cost of letting the boy 
hang; he preferred to stand by him 
and unite the powerful influence of 
New Mexico's politicians against him. 


After the Incorporation of the tervl- 


tory into Oklahoma Johnson's activi- 
ties lay'largely among the Indians of 
New Mexico and California. As chiitf 
special officer, he had the charge of 
protecting the Indian 
reservations 


against the inroads of the bootleggers 
and other vicious characters. If John- 
son had succeeded in obtaining the 
unswerving devotion of hla white asso- 
ciates, he woa still 
trusted by his Indians. 


more blindly 
On every res- 


ervation today Johnson is remembered 
with touching faith and child-like af- 
fection. It is no exaggeration to say 
that he has done more to put the red 
man on his feet and make him self- 
respecting than anyone else who has 
labored for the Indian In the United 
Stateo since the days of the first mls- 
Hlonarlea. More than that, Johnson BO 
established the Indian's reputation 
that his testimony became as valuable 
before a jury as that of a white man. 


One of his most zealous followers 


was a certain Bill Pablo, a man of un- 
bounded charity and courage, who 
maintains a' dozen Indian orphans on 
his farm at his own expense and Is 
working with all his might to improve 
the morals of his people. Yet. when 
Johnson met him, he was an outlaw, 
with four murders to hie namo. 
He 


wns ft terror to the whites. Johnson's 
interest in the, man was aroused by 
hlB notorious character. 


"One day," said Johnson, "I purpose- 


ly met him where we could talk alone, 
:tnd there we had it out together. 


"'Why l« it that you are always 


/ighting the whites?' I asked. 


" 'B'eeauso they are all liars, thieves, 


and whisky peddlers,' he retorted. 


" 'Are they all liars, thieves, and 


whisky peddlers?' I ventured. 
'"So near thero ain't no difference,' 


aaid Pablo. 
" 'Am I a liar and thief and whisky 


peddler?' I questioned. 


" 'I believe you are on the square,' 


he answered, looking mo straight in 
the eye. 
" 'Then you and I are on the same 


job,' I told him. 'You come with me 
and we will make sausage of these 
white liars and thieves and whisky 
peddlers. l'\\ give you two dollars a 
day and expenses, and give you the 
time of your life besides.' 


"Bill jammed hlfl boot-heel into the 


sand a couple of times, and then grab- 
bed my hand, And that Indian went 
out after'the whisky peddlers wl 
the same zeal that he had displayed 
In different directions. In the three 
years that followed he had more to do 
with the cleaning up of southern Cali- 
fornia than almost any other man. 


"Bill's arrival In any hamlet within 


a hundred miles of his home was tho 
signal for the whisky peddlers to take 
to the brush. But taking to the brush 
did not help them much, for every In 
dlan was Bill's friend, and would put 
him on tho trail." 


and flung him into the middle of the 
saloon to his assistant, while, collaring 
;he proprietor, he walked off with him 
;hrougli the terrified crowd ol loafers. 


When Johnson took a hand in the 


New Mexico situation the lot of the 
Indians there was a pitiable one. For 
years they had been suffering at the 
aands of the crooked politicians who 
ran the state. As an Instance of this: 
about a hundred and fifty years prevl- 
ously the Pueblos of Santa Clara had 
purchased from tho Spanish govern- 
ment a tract consisting of some ninety 
;tiousand acres of land, for which they 
paid a thousand dollars and a horse. 
The land was transferred to them in 
fee simple, and used by them until a 
few years previously, when some land 
sharks took tho question of ownership 
into the courts, with the result tb.pt 
the Santa Clara purchase dwindled in 
size from ninety thousand acre's to a 
narrow strip of loss than nine hundred 
acres along the Santa Clara river, 
known as the Shoestring Grant. 


This particular affair came to the 


attention of Mr. F. B. Leupp when ho 
was commissioner of Indian affairs, 
and he Interested himself In the mat- 
ter to the extent of giving tho Indians 
about thirty thousand more acres as 
an "executive order" Indian reserva- 
tion, in liou of what they had lost 
through 
tho manipulations 
in, the 


courts. Subsequently an attempt waa 
made to manipulate this new grant 
by boBtowing it upon other tribes, 
doubtless with no .disinterested pur- 
pose in view. At the same time cat- 
tle were driven upon the Indians' 
lands and pastured there, without any 
shade of legality. 


But tho worst ovll with which the 


Pueblo Indiana had to contend was 
the liquor traffic, though its effects, 
being more insidious, were less ap 
parent. 
The crooked politicians at 


Santa Fe were In close alliance with 
the 
illicit 
dispensation 
of 
whisky 


among tho red men. 


Johnson had plenty ot deputies at 


his call when, 'In 1910, he resolved to 
clean up conditions among the Pu- 
oblos. 
Johnaon knows a man when 


ho sees one, even If he Is less blus- 
tering but no less courageous than 
the redoubtable Bill Pablo. 
Such a 


man was young Juan Cruz of Pablo 
San Juan, whom Johnson saved from j 
legal murder at the cost of his posl-1 
tion. 
.

Juan Cruz was a deeply religious 


young Indian, devoted to.his church, 
his young wife Dolorlta, and their 
baby Jess. 
He had lived all his life 


upon his reservation, and had wit- 
nessed tho evils which the introduc- 
tion of whisky brought in Us traLn. 
He had seen two -of his companions 
shot down in cold blood because after 
being plied with drink they refused to 
part with their possessions at the 
bidding of the liquor peddlers. 
Cruz 


proved to be one of Johnson's best 
deputies, and particularly reliable. 


When Johnson undertook his clean- 


ing up campaign he put his first as- 
sistant, Harold F. Coggeshall, in 
charge of the Initial work. 
This was 


accomplished chiefly through the In- 
dian deputies themselves, who went 
at it with true Indian ardor, about in 
tho same spirit as that with which 
they would have gone on a bear hunt. 


grand Jury,. 
Tho grand jury dlfl lit- 


tle or nothing; the. temerity :bf .the 
Indians was a matter for ridicule, not 
for action.' 
However, the Indian su-' 


perlhtendent 'was president of this or-; 
ganizatlon, and the storm 'of protest, 
which arose waa so great that Assist- 
ant Commissioner .Abbott went down 
from Washington to Santa,Fe;to in- 
vestigate matters. 
The superintend- 


ent was forced :to resign : the.: presi- 
dency, but Mr. Abbott came to the 
conclusion that Johnson had been 
overzealous in his work and ordered 
him to discharge two of ,hlB depu- 
ties, who had been prime movers In, 
the complaints, one of. them being 
Misa Clara True, a stanch Mend of 
tho red man. 
, 
. 
; 


At this, time Commissioner Valen- 


tine, who was at the head of, the de- 
partment and Johnson's stanch friend, 
was away on; sick leave. 


The company was reorganized, and 


the new president was a man who re- 
cently had been convicted of selling, 
whisky ..to-.Indians. 
Naturally the es- 


tablishment .continued to run ,on the 
same lines as before. It waa in the 
midst of the continued agitation that 
what is known as the Tragedy of 
Chamita occurred. 


The zeal of Johnson, aided by the 


efforts of a. white" woman, Miss True, 
who has been mentioned, had brought 
about a reforming spirit among the 
Pueblo Indians. 
So thoroughly was' 


Miss True identified with the Pueblo 
of Santa Clara that she occupied the 
position of secretary to the tribal 
council. 
But there came about a 


change in the situation, and on Miss 
True'e return from a visit to Califor- 
nia, she found that the politicians 
were practically In possession,of the 
Indians' lands, and the bootleggers 
had again overrun the, reservations. 
However, she succeeded in cleaning 
up Santa Clara and set to work upon 
the neighboring villages. 


It was Indians of the t.ype of Juan 


'managed to hit anybody, bei-g'wholly 
unused.,to firearms, .is singular; but 
the bullet, guided, by chance, pierced. 
Garcia through itb'e. heart; ;and. he. fell 
'dead.' His cowardly;aBsistants.at once 
released their hold upon the boy and 
ran at the .top of.their speed... 


Then Cruz, badly mauled; but still 


clinging to the bottles which'he had 
taken from the dead man, mounted 
his pony and rode 14 miles to the res- 
ervation to tell Miss True what had 
happened. 
He was put to bed and 


his wounds dressed, and early the fol- 
lowing morning he was arrested and; 
taken to Santa Fo to await'trial for 
murder. 
Miss True at once commu- 


nicated with. Johnson, who, character- 
istically loyal to his men, at once 
/dropped all his other business and 
wired an account to Commissioner Ab- 
bot, with a view to hurrying to the 
scene. 


But the politicians at Santa Fe also 


got busy. 
Cruz had been one of the 


Indians who had Identified themselves 
;most 
prominently 
in 
the 
appeal 


against the illicit shebeen at Santa 
Fe, There had also been a good deal 
of friction between the Indian super- 
intendent 
and Johnson's 
deputies. 


There was'some doubt as to the exact 
status of Juan," and, as a result, Corn- 
missioner Abbott sent the following 
telegram to Johnson: 


"Your telegram seventh, Cruz shoot- 


ing. Since Cruz not authorized gov- 
ernment employe your service, take 
no steps regarding his defense. Con- 
sult Crandall and give him all informa- 
tion In your possession." 


It is only fair to the commissioner 


to state that It was not intended to 
leave Cruz to his fate, but merely to 
leave his defense in the hands of the 
Indian superintendent, as he was not 
a regularly authorized government em- 
ploye. 
However, Johnson believed 


that the boy was being railroaded to 
the gallows. 
Inasmuch as the sole 


witnesses to the killing of Garcia were

Cruz who make one hope that the red 
man is not unadaptable to civilization. 
He was of a type rare among his peo- 
ple, -gentle and spiritual, with a -face 
that might have served as a model 
for a red Sir Galahad. 
Although he 


was engaged upon Johnson's work, 
little notice was paid to him, as he 
had not the forceful aspect of a fight- 
er, and his efforts were not taken 
seriously. 


About this time he was called home 


to his pueblo at San Juan by a mes- 
sage that a son had been born to him 
and his girl wife Dolorita. 
Juan re- 


fused to supply whisky to his neigh- 
bors on the occasion of the christen- 
ing, an act which, breaking complete- 
ly with the custom of immemorial 
ages, brought him Into prominent no- 
tice among his people. After several 
months.of voluntary service Juan suc- 
ceeded (in cleaning out tho bootleggers 
from his own village, often at the 
cost o£ assault, and always under per- 
secution. 


Finally he asked and obtained per- 


mission to do tho work o£ a deputy 
at the Mexican village of Chamita, a 
peculiarly vicious center, filled with 
dives, and inhabited only by Indians 
and Mexicans. At one of the numer- 
ous "joints" in this settlement it was 
known that tho vilest spirits ..were sup- 
plied to the Indians, In _ violation of 
the territorial laws. The "bad man" 
of Chamita was a desperado known 
as Garcia, who was such a notorious 
character that he had been run out 
of his own village. Cruz determined 
to arrest Garcia and thereby strike a 
blow at- the traffic. 
He consulted no- 


body about his intensions in the mat- 
ter 
Had he been nfore worldly wise, 


says Johnson, he would have asked 
for help, and would certainly have ob- 
tained it. Instead of which, he armed 
himself with a revolver, with, whose 
use he was hardly acquainted,! and 
went alone at night'to Chamita. f hen 
he knew Garcia would be there. 


He waited outside the dive until he 


sf.w Garcia emerging, and then, ap- 
proaching him, he wrested the whisky 
bottles which Garcia was carrying out 
ol his hand, with the object of taking 
them to headquarters and using them 
as evidence against him. 


Garcia and his companions, three 


other Indians of the' lowest type, at 
once set upon Cruz and began beat- 
Ing him. His face was cut open, with 
a stone, he was struck and clubbed re- 
peatedly. 
With the blood streaming 


down his clothes Juan ahouted to.the 
attackers to desist, announcing his 
intention of shooting unless, they did 
so. Instead of which they flung'them 
selves'upon Win and bore him to the 
ground,>nd drew' their knives, Intent 
upon finishing him,

air, to scare his assailants; How Cruz

The newspapers took up 


the matter. 
Mr. J. B. Crist, one of 


the most brilliant criminal lawyers in 
New Mexico,' was employed to de- 
fend the young Indian. 


The widespread Interest in the de- 


fense of Cruz attracted the notice of 
Commissioner Robert G. Valentino, 
head, of the Indian department, who 
was, as has been said, a stanch friend 
of Pussyfoot, and who had been away 
on sick leave. 
Valentine had once 


received a communication from John- 
son when the sleuth was in prison 
upon some trumped-up charge or oth- 
er, and had wired back; 


"As you know, I am with you to 


the limit, in prison, or out." 


Mr. Valentine now interested'him- 


self In the matter by not only imme- 
diately reversing the order of Assist- 
ant Commissioner Abbott, but in send 
Ing Johnson instructions to do every- 
thing in his power, to help the boy. 
Johnson had done that already. 
He 


had written to the defense commlt- 
teo to the following-effect: 


"Referring to our conversation of 


the other day in the matter of Jean 
Cruz, 1 must repeat, that, under in- 
structions 
from Assistant Commis- 


sioner Abbott, I cannot take part in 
his defense, .

prison cell—has brought the remark- 
able 'story of Convict No. 4725 to light. 
He told It for the first time recently In 
the private office of the warden of the 
penitentiary. 


And this is the story, which—If it Is 


true—rivals In welrdness of detail the 
most bizarre Imaginings of a Dumas or 
Poe. 


Released In 1915. 


In December of 1915, No. 4725 was 


released from the penitentiary and be- 
gan working to regain a place In so- 
ciety. For a time his efforts were re- 
warded. He began saving and made 
arrangements to marry and live down 
toe past. 


On his way home from work one 


night he was accosted by a man whom 
•he had known in the past. The man, 
with a good deal of secrecy, gave him 
a sealed envelope, which he told him 
not to open until he had reached home.

A groat many people aro raising 


beans this year, and probably somo 
do not know about tho bean bug or 
weevil, or how to destroy it. The 
bugs lay eggs through the pods in tlw 
field, and tho insects develop Inside 
tho beans. After tho boans aro har- 
vested the insects continue to brood 
and develop thoro thruout tho winter. 
They eat holes thru tho boans. 
In- 


fested boans should not bo used tor 
seed, for a large percentage of them 
will not germinate and will lack pro- 
per vitality. 
There is no effective 


treatment for this pest in tho Hold, 
but should beans ho Infected at tor 
they arc harvested, thoy should be 
immediately fumigated with carbon 
bisulphide at the rale of one pound to 
35 bushels. Tho beans should bo 
placed in an air-tight bin and tho car- 
bon bi-sulphlde placed In shallow 
dishes on top of tho beans and al- 
lowed to remain there for 3G hours, 
after which tho beans should bp 
aired 
The temperature should n((t 


be below G5 degrees in order to bo 
effective.

I-'OO1> SHORTAGE PROBLEM 


That barley has 
sufficient 
food 


value to make palatable bread, break- 
fast food, mnlllns, cakes and other 
household foods, lo help in rolluvlng 
Hie wheat shortage, Is being proved 
by tho experiments oE Iho war re- 
search committee of the home eco- 
nomics department of Ihe University 
of Wisconsin, A number of recipe- 
for Iho use of barley are being pro- 
pared for distribution by this com- 
mittee which is a branch of lh.o emer- 
gency woman's service committee at 
the Unlversily. 
In seeking cereals to lake Iho plac« 


of wheat, tho committee took up bar- 
ley llrst because of its economic Im- 
portance in Wisconsin. As tho filato 
grows one-eighth of the country's 
barley crop, a now market will be 
needed if the brewing Industry is 
suspended during the war. 
In that 


event, the use of barley as human 
food will supplement the use of bar- 
ley as slock food, as has been urged 
by Hie university department of ag- 
ronomy. 
If part of the 2G,«uu,000 


bushels of barley raised In the state 
can bo used for food, it will go just 
that far toward relieving the short- 
age of Kansas wheat. 
High grade bat'loy has more pro-

He held a council of war 


there. Miss Boyd bored \\ hole in the floor of her 
chamber, which wns over Shield's room, and lay 
there with her ear to it throughout the night. The 
next morning Stonewall Jackson was In full pos- 
slon of the plans for a great battle, and was able 
to defeat the Union army.

eracy until tho Union officers began to suspect 
her, and Jackson ordered her to move from her 
Shenondoah home to Winchester. 
She had been 


arrested by the Federals and hurl flirted her -way 
to liberty—for she was a pretty girl, despite the 
llbelous photographs of her. In Winchester, Jack- 
son conferred upon her a commission as captain 
In the Confederate army. By this time the whole 
North had become aware of the services she was 
rendering the Confederacy, and every officer and 
private wns on the alert to get her. Yet she es- 
caped until iSfl-J, when she was caught on a block- 
ado runner. 
Hor captor lost his heart to her. 


deserted the navy, nnd married her. 
nnd the 


prince of Wales, afterward Edward VIT, attended 
the wedding. 


Belle Boyd Is the most famous of tho spies, hut 


there are many others who deserve at least as 
much fume ns she wnn. Ono of them wns Ktlba- 
both B. Van Lew, who had the Incredible courage 
to act ns n Union spy In Richmond throughout 
(ho war. 
There wns not u moment during those 


four years when Lizzie Van Lew could hear a. step 
behind.her on the street without expecting to hnv« 
somebody tup her on the shoulder nnd say, "You 
are my prisoner." She did not confine lier activi- 
ties to spying nnd reporting -what she had dis- 
covered to tlio Union generals; she .hid escaped 
prisoners In her house, she dealt out messages to 
soldiers In Lfbby from their homes; her resources 
were endless. 
Ono of her favorite devices was 


a metal platter with n double bottom, In which she 
used to pretend to convey food to the prisoners. 
Once n Confederate soldier, whose suspicion had 
been aroused, Insisted on examining It; but that 
day Lizzie, who had been expecting some move 
of'this kind, had Oiled the false bottom not with 
secret messages but with scalding water, and the 


shriek. 
a secret recess In her 


house, n hiding place for dispatches. 
Sometimes 


she would move a hand idly toward this recess, 
and an hour or two Inter s'ome old ncgress, ap- 
parently dusting the room, would .slip her hand 
back of the mantel and nnd a dispatch which 
would go to Grant that dny. It wns Lizzie Van 
Lew who stole the body of Col. Ulric Dahlgren 
and smuggled It out of Richmond, one of the most 
daring exploits of the war. 


Rosa B. Greenhow was a Confederate spy in 


Washington who drizzled the Union In the early 
days of the wnr. It wns one of her assistants, n 
Miss Duvnl of Washington, who brought Benure- 
gard the first news of McDowell's nrlvnnce and en- 
abled him and Johnson to foil the Federal plans 
for the campaign of Bull Run. Mrs. Greenhow 
sent Miss Duvnl to Benuregnrd on July 10, giv- 
ing him Hie first news of the contemplated ad- 
vance, and on July 10 she sent him word of the 
forces and the contemplated movement of the 
Union army. He promptly wired the Informal on 
to Davis, and the word was sent to Johnson, which 
resulted In his advance and the terrible downfall 
of tho Northern cause. 


The Northern secret service wns technically 


under the direction of Gen. Lafayette C. Baker a 
man, without scruple. 
After the war Baker in- 


Histed on taking to himself most of the credit for 
what had been clone in detective work, but as a 
matter of fact the best work done in the war was 
done by volunteers, men and women, who were 
willing to risk a shameful death to serve heir 
country. 
Many of them were private soldiers; 


some were enlisted among Allan Plnkerton's de- 
i-ectlves 
OC these the most famous was Timothy 


Webster, one of the greatest detectives Ayho ever 
lived 
Webster succeeded In getting the South to 


•believe In him to such an extent that he came near 
being made the.colonel of an Alabama regiment, 
nnd in Baltimore Ho was a member of the Knights 
of Liberty. 
He even became a trusted emissary 


of the Confederate war 'department at Richmond,, 
and at Pittsburgh a Union mob tried to-lynclv him 
an a Confederate spy. Nothing-snved.him but the 
a-rival of Allan Plnkerton,,wlth a drawn revolver, 
a&d Webster and Plnkerton backed against The 
wall and stood 'off the mob until: help arrived 
WPbster 'was finally captured In Richmond, and 


was betrayed by one of his associates, who .con- 
fessed to a man he supposed to be a Catholic 
priest. The mnn was'not ii priest, but n disguised 
Confederate soldier. 
The secrets of the confes- 


sional, of course, did not apply in such a case, and 
the brave spy was hanged. Hattie Lewis, Web- 
ster's sweetheart, got nn audience with Mrs. .Tef- 
fersop Davis our] begged her, with tears In her 
oye.s, to save the man-she loved. Instead, Hattle 
Lewis herself was convicted of being a Union spy 
und served u year's imprisonment. 


There was one girl who won the rank of major 


in the Union nrmy. She was Pauline Cushman, nn 
actress, who. became one1 of the best and most 
famous spies "in the Union nrmy. Often und often 
Major Pauline acted as n sort of advance guard 
to the Federal army. 
Twice the Confederates 


captured her, but on both occasions she escaped. 
The first.time she came near being released after 
n first search, but a second revealed the fact 
thnt in a hidden recess In her garters there were 
orders from Thomas. She wns about to be hnnged. 
when Thomas captured Nashville and saved her. 
Secretary Stanton commissioned her ns major In 
the Union army, und she was the only woman who 
held that rank except Maj. Belle Reynolds, .the. 
wife of a captain in the Seventieth Illinois, who 
went to the wnr with her husband and performed 
such prodigies of vnlor that Stauton honored her 
with n commission. 


Sam Davis, the boy spy of the Confederacy, left 


nn Imperishable record of heroism. He was only 
fourteen when lie joined the Confederate service, 
at first as u private'.soldier. 
His talents ns a 


spy were gront, niul throughout Brngg's long wnr- 
fnre fn Tennessee he continually made use of tne 
brave little fellow. 
Davis was finally betrayed . 


nnd 'captured in Nashville. He wns taken before 
Gen. 
Grenvllle M. Dodge, whose story of the hear- 


ing makes n companion piece to the last days of 
Nathan Hale. Mere is the story as General Dodge 
tells It: 


"I took him to my private office and told him 


It wus a very srrlous charge brought against htm; 
Hint he wns n spy, and from what I found.'upon 
his person, he hnd accurate Information In regard 
lo my nrmy, nnd I must know where he obtained 
ft. 
I told him he was n young man and did not 


seem to realize the dnnger he wns In. Up to that 
time he had snld nothing, but then he replied In 
n most respectful and dignified manner: 


" 'General Dodge, I know the rlanger of my 


situation, and 
T urn willing to take the conse- 


quences,' 


"'I know that I'll have to die, but I will not tell 


where I fjot the information. 
And there Is no 


power on wirth that can make me tell. You nre 
doing your duty as a soldier, and I am doing 
mine, 'if I have to die, I do so feeling thnt I nm 
doing my duty to God nnd my country.' 


"I plunded with him and urged him with nil the 


power thnt I possessed to give me some chnnce to 
nave his life, for I hnd discovered thnt he was a 
most admirable young fellow, with the highest 
character nnd strictest Integrity. He then said: 
Tt is useless to talk to me. I (Jo not intend to do 
it. You can court-martial me, but I will not betray 
the trust reposod In me.' He thanked me for the 
Interest I hnd taken In him, and I sent him back 
to prison. 
I Immediately called a court-martial 


co try htm." 


Even then tho boy received offers of liberty If 


he' would betray his'confederate. 
He would not. 


The only thing he wrote wus a short note to bis 
mother saying thnf he hnd been captured find was 
to be hnnged and was not afraid to die. 
As he 


stood on Die scaffold :i messenger arrived from 
General Dodfce promising him immunity If ho 
would revoal the identity of his. confederate. Tin; 
rope wns around Ills noM<; the boy answered: 


"If I hud n thousand lives I wouirl lose them all 


here before I would betray my friends or the con- 
fidence of my informmit." 


Then he turner! to the executioner nnd wiM 


casually, "I nm rondy." 
The trap wns sprung 


and one of the ln>rm:s of the Confederacy was 
dencl. He wns rhon sixteen yours old. 


There wns nn underground rnilrond of Confed- 


erate sympathizers running through Maryland ami 
Virginia, Jienrlod by Custls Gryines of Virginia. 
He came of tin1 fnmily which pave n wife to 
George Washington, anil many of his emissaries 
were high-born .women. 
One was a clergyman. 


Rev. Dr. Stuart, on Irreproachable Episcopalian. 
When the diishlns but hopeless rnid on Vermont 
by n Confeilernfp fora1 in Canada wns ordered in 
1S04 Grymes sent n pirl named Olivia Floyd, who 
f-oncealed the order in her hair. It was Iho. fnsli- 
Ion then for women fo wear a ctirJynet over their 
locks, and Olivia liid the documents there and 
made n wild ride on a bitt«r cold night into tin1 
lines, wher« shf deliverer! the orders that resulted 
In the nttnck of St. Albans. 


Gen. .Jim Lane had a woman spy named Eliza- 


beth W. Stiles, whoso husband wns murdered be- 
fore her eyes by Qimntrell's guerrillas in 1802. 
Border warfare wns merciless: there wns some- 
thing Indian about it. 
Mrs. Stiles devoted lier 


life to vengeance. She wns quite deliberate about 
it. She went East ami put her children in school, 
and then came buck to the Wost and put herself 
under Lane's orrlors.

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ULYSSES S. GRANT-MAN AND SOLDIER 


iBy a practically unanimous verdict, Ulysses S. 


Grant is named as one of the few great military 
chieftains of the world. And the closest scrutiny 
of his work will convince us that his fame rests 
upon the most substantial foundation; upon suc- 
cess unqnlified and unquestioned; upon the car- 
rying through to Its fulfillment of the most stu- 
pendous projects, Involving such perplexing and 
elusive problems as are only to be encountered in 
the art of war, Henry R. Wing writes in the Now 
York Christian Advocate. 


And he won his success without any of the 


purely personal advantages with which, In the 
popular fancy, the Ideal hero is endowed. Grant 
was not a handsome man. 
I mean there was 


nothing specially attractive In his bearing. 
He 


has the reputation of having been a wonderful 
horseman; and he was, of a certain sort, riding, 
occasionally, the most fractious animals, and rid-. 
Ing always like one of the furies. But, mounted 
or afoot, he had a careless nnd almost slouching 
manner, and he cut n pretty poor figure, by rhe 
side of the stately and dignified Meade and Burn- 
side, pr the splendid and dashing Sheridan and 
Hancock. His habitual conduct was exceedingly 
quiet and reserved, giving one the impression of 
Innate diffidence, bordering on real bashfulness. 
His ordinary conversation was on the most com- 
monplace topics, and I have no recollection of his 
ever giving expression, by look or language, to the 
extraordinary genius with which he was certainly 
endowed. 
, 


The trait for which he was besf esteemed, at 


the time I knew him, was his tenacity. But I. am 
certain that It was not appreciated. How, while 
sturdily holding to his main purpose, he sub- 
mitted .the details of the campaign to almost and 
'sometimes most radical changes. • His message to 
. General-Hall eck,'from Spottsylvanla, "I purpose 
to fight It out on'tliis line if it takes nil summer," 
was Interpreted to mean that he would not niter 
his course, one iota,'whatever might happen.-This 
did' him great injustice, as representing him to be 


a very stubborn man; while, on the contrary, 
among Grant's most valuable characteristics wore 
his o.pen-rnindedness nnd his wonderful faculty of 
putting lessons once learned Into practice. 


Behind that Impassive face this silent man was 


holding a substantial scheme tor putting down tho 
secession. 
This scheme embraced the general 


movements of all the great armies of the United 
Slates and involved the intelligent co-operation 
of half n 
--ii-e of loyal general commanders. 


Grant had 
.i-lently such implicit confidence in 


this general plan that no incident of battle, march 
or siege could distHfb his equanimity. 


Only once in my presence in that whole cam- 


paign did he betray the slightest perturbation or 
vexation. 
That wns with his chief subordinate 


on the fatal morning of the Petersburg mine ox- 
plosion. 
After the mine had been flred It wns 


absolutel; necessary that the assault should be in- 
stantly made. We waited n long time .to'hear the 
cheers of the men as they would charge through 
rhe breach. 
At last, facing the stalwart com- 


mander of the armj', he cried: "Why don't the 
boys go In?" And on Meade—to whom this seemed 
a new idea—starting to stammer some reply, 
Grant gave him one look of.-intense disgust, .and, 
wheeling his horse, rushed headlong to the front, 


An'^'xample of this resolute faith occurred at 


'the Wilderness. 
When affairs were In tho most 


terrible confusion on our left, an oflicer rode up 
nnd reported, (n an'excited manner, that Han- 
cock had been cut oil' nnd captured. 
Grant \vn;i 


sitting on the ground with his back to n tree. Ho 
did not even get to his feet. He quietly took his 
pipe from his mouth and said that1 he did not be- 
lieve It. And he was right. , It was during this 
battle that he gave mo a characteristic message 
(o insert in my dispatch.to'the Tilbune. "Tell tho 
people that everything Is going swimmingly down 
here." 
This wns in the midst of an engagement 


which was at least Indecisive, and In which all his 
plans were being frustrated.

GOOD CITIZENSJIFJDIAN CHARGES 


Story of a Deed That Will Render Johnson Immortal in the Hearts 


of the Pueblo Indians-Fights for Boy Deputy Against 


Forces of Bad Government Which Ultimately 


Cost Him His Official Position.

The case of Juan Crux, which cre- 


ated a sensation In the West and was 
instrumental in rending tho Ind an 
department asunder, was also 
cause of Johnson's resignation, 
could not have maintained his posi- 
tion at the cost of letting the boy 
hang; he preferred to stand by him 
and unite the powerful Influence of 
New Mexico's politicians against him. 


After the incorporation of the terri- 


tory into Oklahoma Johnson's activi- 
ties lay largely among the Indiana of 
New Mexico and California.

ervation today Johnson is remembered 
with touching faith and chtld-liko af- 
fection. It is no exaggeration to say 
that he has done more to 'put the red 
man on his feet and make him self- 
respecting than anyone elso who has 
labored for the Indian In tho United 
States since the days of the llrst mis- 
sionaries. More than that, Johnson so 
established 
tho Indian's reputation 


that his testimony became as valuable 
before a jury as that ot a white man 


One of his most zealous followers 


was a certain Bill Pablo, a man ot un 
bounded charity 
and courage, 


elates, he was still 
trusted by his Indians. 


maintains a dozen Indian orphans on 
his farm at his own expense and IB 
working with all his might to improve 
the morals of his people. Yet, when 
Johnson met him, he was an outlaw, 
with four murders to his name. He 
was a terror to the whites. Johnson's 
interest in the man was aroused by 
his notorious character. 


"One day," said Johnson, "I purpose- 


ly met him where we could talk alone, 
ind there we had It out together. 


'"Why Is it that you are always 


iighcing'tho whites?' I asked 


" 'Because they are all llara, thieves 


and whisky peddlers.' he retorted 


" 'Are they all liars, thieves, and 


whisky peddlera?' I ventured 


"'So near there ain't no dllferenco,' 


said Pablo 
" 'Am I a liar and thief and whisky 


peddler?' I questioned 


" 'I believe you are on the square,' 


he answered, looking mo straight in 
the eye. 
" 'Then you and I are on tho same 


job,1 I told him. 'You como with me 
and we will make sausage of those 
white liars and thieves and whisky 
peddlers. I'll give you two dollars a 
day and expenses, and give you the 
time of your life bealdob.' 


"Bill jammed his boot-heel Into tho 


sand a couple of times, and then grab- 
bed my hand. And that Indian wont 
out after tho whisky peddlers wUh 
the same zeal that he had displayed 
in different directions. In the three 
years that followed he had more to do 
with the cleaning up of southern Cali- 
fornia than almost any other man. 


"Bill's arrival in any hnralet within 


a hundred miles of his home was tho 
signal for the whisky peddlers to take 
to the brush. But taking to tho brush 
did not help them much, for ovcry In- 
dian was Bill's friend, and would put 
him on the trail." 


and flung him Into tho middle of the 
saloon to his assistant, while, collaring 
the proprietor, he walked off with him 
through the terrlflocl crowd ol loafers. 


When Johnson took a hand in the 


New Mexico situation tho lot of the 
Indiana there was a pitiable one. For 
years they had been Buffering at the 
hands of the crooked politicians who 
ran tho state. As an Instance of this: 
about a hundred and fifty years previ- 
ously the Pueblos of Santa Clara had 
purchased from tho Spanish govern- 
ment a tract consisting ot somo ninety 
thousand acres of land, for which thoy 
paid a thousand dollars and 11 horso. 
The land was transferred to thorn In 
fee simple, and usod by them until n 
few years previously, when some land 
sharks took tho question of ownership 
into tho courts, with the result that 
tho Snntn Clara purchase dwindled In 
size from ninety thousand acres to a 
narrow strip of loss than uino hundred 
acres along the Santa Clara river, 
known as tho Shoestring Grant. 


This particular affair cumo to tho 


attention of Mr. F. ID. I^eupp when ho 
was commissioner of Indian affairs, 
and ho Interested himself in the mat- 
tor to the extent of giving tho Indians 
about thirty thousand more acres as 
an "executive order" Indian reserva- 
tion, In llou of what they had lost 
through 
tho 
manipulations 
in, 
the 


courts. Subsequently an attempt was 


who mado to manipulate this now grant 


by bestowing it upon other tribes, 
doubtless with no disinterested pur- 
pose In view. At tho same time cut- 
tlo were driven upon tho Indians' 
lands and pastured there, without any 
shade of legality. 


Hut tho worst ovll with which tho 


Puoblo Indians had to contend was 
tho liquor traffic, though its effects, 
bolng more Insidious, were less ap- 


grand jury. 
Tho grand Jury did lit- 


tle or nothing; the temerity of the 
Indians was a matter lor ridicule, not 
tor action. 
However, the Indian su- 


perintendent was president ot this or- 
ganization, and the storm of protest 
which arose was so great that Asslet- 
nnt CommlBsioner Abbott wont down 
from Washington to Santa Fe to In- 
vestigate raatteru. The superintend- 
ent waa forced to resign the presi- 
dency, but Mr. Abbott came to the 
conclUBlon that Johnson had been 
overzealous in his work and ordered 
him to dlHeharge two of his depu- 
ties, who had been prime movers in 
the complaints, one of them being 
Miss Clara True, a stanch friend of 
tho red man. 


At this time Commissioner Valen- 


tine, who was at the head of the de- 
partment and Johnson's stanch friend, 
was away on sick leave. 


The company was reorganized, and 


the new president was a man who re- 
cently had been convicted of selling 
whisky to Indiana. 
Naturally tho es- 


tablishment continued to run on the 
same lines aa before. It was in the 
midst of the continued agitation that 
what is known as tho Tragedy of 
Chamlta occurred. 


Tho zeal ot Johnson, aided by the 


efforts ot a white woman, Miss True, 
who has been mentioned, hud brought 
about a reforming spirit among the 
Pueblo Indians. 
So thoroughly was 


Miss True identified with the Pueblo 
of Santa Clara that she occupied the 
position of secretary to the tribal 
council. 
But there came about a 


change In the situation, and on Miss 
True's return from a visit to Califor- 
nia, she found that the politicians 
were practically in possession of the 
Indians' lands, and the bootleggers 
had again overrun the, reservations. 
However, she succeeded in cleaning 
up Santa Clara and set to work upon 
the neighboring villages. 


It was Indians of the '.ype of Juan 


managed to hit anybody, bei-S wholly 
unused to firearms, is singular; but 
the bullot, guided by chance, pierced 
Garcia thiough the heart, and he fell 
dead.

"It doesn't matter. The 


whole thing is In God's hands. I am 
merely doing his work," said Juan him- 
self to a charitable woman, who, when 
the future looked very dark Indeed 
went to the cell in which he was con- 
fined and began talking to him in an 
endeavor to prepare him for the 
worst.

The "bad man" 
of Chamlta was a desperado Xnown 
as Garcia, who was such a notorious 
character that he had been run out 
of his own village. Cruz determined 
to arrest Garcia and thereby strike a 
blow at-tho trade. 
Ho consulted no- 


body about his Intentions in tho mat- 
ter. Had ho boon more worldly wise, 
says Johnson, ho would have asked 
for help, and would certainly have ob- 
tained it. Instead of which, he armed 
himself with a revolver, with whose 
use ho was hardly acquainted, and 
went alone at night to Chamlta when 
he knew Garcia, would bo there.

He promptly wired the Information 
to Davis, and the word was sent to Johnson, which 
icsultod In his advance and the terrible downfall 
of tho Northern cause. 


Tho Northern secret service was technically 


under the direction of Oen. Lafayette C. Baker, u 
man without scruple. 
After the war Baker In- 


sisted on taking to himself most of tho credit for 
what had been done In detective work, but as n 
matter of fact the best work done In tho war was 
done by volunteers, men and women, who were 
•willing to risk a shameful death lo servo their 
country. 
Many of them were piivate soldiers; 


some were enlisted among Allan Plnkerton's de- 
fcellvos. 
Of these Hie monl famous was Timothy 


Webster, one of tho greatest detectives \ylio ever 
lived. Webster succeeded In getting the South to 
believe In him to such an extent that ho came near 
being made the colonel of an Alabnmn regiment, 
and lu Baltimore ho was n member of tho Knights 
of, Liberty, lie even became n trusted emissary 
of the Confederate war department nt Klchmoml,, 
nod at IMttsburgh a Union mob tried to 'lynch him 
an a Confederate spy. 
Nothing saved him but tho 


arrival of Allan Plnkerton, with a drawn revolver, 
uCrd Webster and IMnkertoii backer] against the 
wall and stood off (he mob until help arrived. 
W&bster was finally raptured In Hlchuioud, and 


was beluived by one of his associates, who con- 
fessed to u man ho supposed to be a Catholic 
priest. The man was not a priest, but a disguised 
Confederate soldier. 
The sew els of the confes- 


ni, of amrso, did not apply In .such a case, and 


Iho bravo .spy was Iningcd. Hattle Lewis, Web- 
ster's sweetheart, got an audience, with Mis. Jef- 
ferson Davis and bogged her, with tears In her 
ijes, to save the man she loved. Instead, Hatlle 
Leu Is herself was convicted of bofng a Union spy 
arid solved a year's Imprisonment. 


There was one gill who won the rank of tnalor 


in the Union army. She was Pauline Cushman. an 
actress, who became one of the best and most 
lamou.s spies'in the Union nrniv. Of I en and often 
Major Pauline acted ns a sort of advance, guard

ol his woik will convince us that his fame re.sts 
upon the most substantial foundation; upon suc- 
cess unqallflcd and unquestioned; upon the car- 
rying through to Its fulfillment of the most stu- 
pendous projects, Involving biich perplexing and 
ohiilu) problems as are only Lo be encountered In 
Ihe nit of war, Henry K. Wing writes In tho Now 
York Christian Advocate. 


And he won his Mieeess without any of ihe 


purely personal advantages with which, In the 
popular fancy, the Ideal hero Is endowed. 
Giant 


\MIS not a handsome man. 
I moan there was 


nothing specially attractive In his beailng, 
lie 


has (he reputation of having been a woudeiful 
horseman; and lie was, of u ceitaln soit, riding, 
occasionally, the most fractious animals, and i Id- 
Ing always like ono of Ihe furies. But, mounted 
or afoot, ho had a cureless and almost slouching 
manner, nnd he cut a pretty poor figure by the 
.side of the stately and dignified Monde and Burn- 
side, or the splendid and dashing Sheridan and 
Hancock. His habitual conduct was exceedingly 
quiet and reserved, giving ono the Impression of 
Iiimile dinidcnce, bordering on real bashfulness. 
Ills ordinary conversation was on the most com- 
monplace topics, and I have no recollection of his 
ever giving expression, bv look or language, to the 
extraordinary genius wllh which he was certainly 
endowed. 


The trait for which he vvas best esteemed, at 


the lime I Itnow him, was his tenacity, But I am 
certain that it was not appreciated.

.sturdily holding to his main purpose, ho sub- 
mitted Ihe details of the campaign to almost and 
sometimes most radical changes. 
Tils, message to 


(JeneriU Ilnlleck, from Spottsylvanla, "I purpose 
lo light It out on this lino If It takes all summer," 
was Interpreted to mean that he would nol I'lter 
his course one tola, whatever might happen. This 
did him great Injustice, as representing him to be 


.1 very stubborn man; while, on the rontrar.v, 
among Grant's most valuable characteristics were 
his open-mlndedness and his wonderful faculty of 
putting les.sons once learned into practice. 


Behind that Impassive face tills silent man was 


holding a substantial scheme mr pulling down the 
secession 
This scheme "embraced the general 


movements of all the great armies of Ihe United 
States and Involved the. Intelligent co-operation 
of half a 
lie of loyal general commandos 


Giant hud 
dentl.v such Implicit confidence in 


this general plan il'at no Incident of buttle, i n i n h 
or siege could disturb hl.s eiiii"nlmlty. 


Only once In my presence in Unit whole cam- 


paign did he betray the slightest portni'lntlon or 
vexation. 
That was w i t h his thief subordinate 


on the fatal morning of the Petersburg mine ex- 
plosion. 
After the mine had been fired It was 


absolute!; necessary that the assault should he In- 
stantly made. We waited a long time to hour the 
cheers of Ihe men as they would dun-go through 
the broach.

mander of the army, he cried' "Why don't ihe 
bo.vs go in?"

JACKSON'S 
Valley 


campaign was one of tlie great 
deeds 'of history. Net since Na- 
poleon's time have men been so 
dazzled as they were by that great 
exploit of his. Yet Stonewall might 
have gone down the Valley In defeat 
had It not been for a little college 
girl named Belle Boyd. On May 23, 
1SG2, 
after 
Jackson 
had 
routed 


Banks and driven him in confusion up the line of 
the Shenandoah, he -.vrote this letter: 


"Miss Belle Boyd: I thank you for myself and 


for the army for the immense service thnt you have 
rendered your country today." 


The Union General Shields was quartered at 


Miss Boyd's house. 
He held a council of war 


there. Miss Boyd bored a hole in the floor of her 
chamber, which was over Shield's room, and lay 
there with her ear to it throughout the night. The 
nest morning Stonewall Jackson was in full pos- 
sion of the plans for a great battle, and was able 
to defeat the Union army. 


She kept up her valiant work for the Confed- 


eracy until the Union officers began to suspect 
her, and Jackson ordered her to move from her 
Shenandoah home to Winchester. 
She had been 


arrested by tlie Federals and hnrl flirted her way 
to liberty—for she was n pretty girl, despite the 
libelotis photographs of her. In Winchester, Jnck- 
son conferred upon her a commission as captain 
in the Confederate army. By this time the whole 
North had become aware of the services she was 
rendering the Confederacy, and every officer and 
private was on the alert to get her. 
Yet she es- 


caped until 1S64, when she was caught on a block- 
ade runner. 
Hor captor lost his heart to her. 


deserted 
flip navy, an'' married her, and the 


prince of Wales, afterward Edward VII, attended 
the wedding. 


Belle Boyd is the most f:iminis of the sp!«=. hut 


there are many others who deserve at least a? 
much fume ns she won. Ono of them was Elibu- 
beth B. Van Lew. who had the incredible courage 
to act as a Union spy in .Richmond throughout 
the. 
war. 
There was not a moment during those 


four rears when Lizzie Van Lew could hear a su'p 
behind her on the street without expecting to have 
some.ljod.v uip her on the shoulder and say, "You 
are my prisoner." She did not confine her activi- 
ties to spying and reporting what she had dis- 
covered to* the Union generals; she bid escaped 
prisoners in her house, she dealt out messages to 
soldiers In Lfbby from their homes; her resources 
were endless. 
One of her favorite devices was 


a metal platter with a double bottom, in which she 
used to pretend to convey food to the prisoners. 
Once a Confederate soldier, whose suspicion had 
been aroused, insisted on examining it; but that 
day Lizzie, who had been expecting some move 
of'this kind, had filled the false bottom not with 
secret messages but with scalding water, and the 
soldier dropped It with a shriek. 


Lizzie Van Lew had a secret recess in her 


house a biding place for dispatches. 
Sometimes 


she would move a band idly toward this recess, 
and an hour or two Inter some old negress, ap- 
parently dusting the room, would slip her hand 
hack of the mantel and find a dispatch which 
would go to Grant that day. 
It was Lizzie Van 


Lew who stole the body of Col. Ulric Dahlgren 
and smuggled it out of Richmond, one of the most 
daring exploits of the war. 


Rosa B. Greenhow was a Confederate spy In 


Washington who dazzled the Union in the early 
ditys of the war. 
It was one of her assistants, a 


Miss Duval of Washington, who brought Beaure- 
gnrd the flrst news of McDowell's advance and en- 
abled him and Johnson to foil the Federal plans 
for the campaign of Bull Run. 
Mrs. Greenhow 


sent Miss Duval to Beauregard on July 10. giv- 
in" him the first news of the contemplated ad- 
vance, and on July 1G she sent him word of the 
forces and the contemplated movement of the 
Union army. He promptly wired the informat on 
to Davis, and the word was sent to Johnson, which 
resulted in his advance and the terrible downfall 
of the Northern cause. 


The Northern secret service was technically 


under the direction of Gen. Lafayette C,Baker a 
man without scruple. 
After the war Baker in- 


sisted on taking to himself most of the credit for 
what had been done In detective work, but as a 
matter of fact the best work done In the war was 
done by volunteers, men and women, who were 
wimng to risk a shameful death to serve their 
oountrV 
Manv of them were private soldiers; 


some were enlisted among Allan Pinkerton s de- 
tectives. Of these the most famous was Timothy 
Webster, one of the greatest detectives v^ho ever 
Jived 
Webster succeeded in getting the South to 


believe in him to such nn extent that he came near 
being made the.colonel of an Alabama regiment 
and in Baltimore he was a member of the Krughts 
of Liberty. He even became a .trusted emissary 
ol the Coiifederate war department at Richmond,, 
and at Pittsburgh a Union mob tried to .lynch him 
a™ Confederate spy. Nothing saved him but the 
a-r?val of Allan Pinkerton, with a drawn revolver, 
aid Webster and Pinkerton backed against the 
will and stood off the mob until help arrived 
Waster was finally captured in Richmond, and

was betrayed by one of his associates, who con- 
fessed to a man he supposed to be a Catholic 
priest. The man was not u priest, but a disguised 
Confederate soldier. 
The secrets of the confes- 


sional, of course, did not apply in such a case, and 
the brave spy was hanged. 
Hattie Lewis, Web- 


ster's sweetheart, got an audience with Mrs. Jef- 
ferson Davis and begged her, with tears In her 
I'yes, to save the man she loved. Instead. Hattie 
Lewis herself was convicted of being a Uulon spy 
and served a year's imprisonment. 


There was one girl who won the rank of major 


in the Union army. She was Pauline Cushman. an 
actress, who became one of the best and most 
famous spies 'in the Union army. Often and often 
Major Pauline acted as a sort of advance guard 
to the Federal army. 
Twice the Confederates 


captured her, but on both occasions she escaped. 
The first time she came near being released after 
a first search, but a second revealed the fact 
that In a hidden recess in her garters there were 
orders from Thomas. She was about to be hanged 
when Thomas captured Nashville and saved her. 
Secretary Stanton commissioned her as major In 
the Union army, and she was the only woman who 
held that rank except MnJ. Belle Reynolds. The 
wife of H captain In the Seventieth Illinois, who 
went to the wrar with her husband and performed 
such prodigies of valor that Stanton honored her 
with a commission. 


Sam Davis, the boy spy of the Confederacy, left 


an imperishable record of heroism. He was only 
fourteen when lie joined the Confederate service, 
at first as a private soldier. 
His talents as a 


spy were great, and throughout Brngg's long war- 
fare in Tennessee he continually made use of the 
brnve little fellow. 
Davis was finally betrayed 


and captured in Nashville. He was taken before 
Gen. 
Grenville M. Dodge, whose story of the hear- 


ing makes a companion piece to the last days of 
Nathan Hale. Here Is the story as General Dodge 
tells it: 


"T took him to my private office and told him 


it was a very serious charge brought against him; 
ihat he was a spy, and from what I found 'upon 
his person, he had accurate information In regard 
lo my army, and I must know where he obtained 
it. I told him he was a young man and tlid nor 
seem to realize the danger he was in. Up to that 
time he had said nothing, but then he replied in 
a most respectful and dignified manner: 


" -General Dodge, I know the danger of my 


situation, and I am willing to take the conse- 
qnenees.' 


•'•I know that I'll have to die, but I will not (ell 


where I got the information. 
And there is no 


power on earth that can make rue tell. 
You are 


doing your duty as a soldier, and I am doing 
mine. If I have to die. I do so feeling that I am 
doing my duty to God and my country.' 


-I pleaded with him and urged him with nil the 


power that I possessed to give me some chance to 
save his life, for I had discovered that he was a 
most admirable young fellow, with the highest 
character and strictest integrity. 
He then said: 


'It is useless to talk to me. I do not intend to do 
it. Vou can court-martial me, but I will not betray 
the trust reposed In me.' He thanked me for the 
interest I had taken in him. and I sent him back 
to prison. 
I Immediately called a court-martial 


co try him." 


Even then the boy received offers of liberty if 


he" would betray his confederate. 
He would nor. 


The only thing he wrote was a short note to his 
mother saying that he had been captured and was 
to be hanged and was not afraid to die. 
As tie 


stood on the scaffold 
:i messenger arrived from 


General Dodge promising him 
immunity If 
he 


would reveal the identity of his confederate. Tin: 
rope was around Ills neck ; the hoy answered: 


"If I had a thousand lives I would lose them nil 


here before I would Uetrny my friends or the con- 
fidence of my inffirmiint." 


Then he turner! tn the executioner and said 


casually. "I am rendy." 
The trap was sprung 


and one of the li-roes of the Confederacy was 
dead. He was then sixteen years old.

By a practically unanimous verdict, Ulysses S. 


Grant Is named as one of the few great military 
chieftains of the world. And the closest scrutiny 
of his work will convince us that his fame rests 
upon the most substantial foundation; upon suc- 
cess unqalifled and unquestioned; upon the car- 
rying through to Its fulfillment of the most stu- 
pendous projects. Involving such perplexing and 
elusive problems as are only to be encountered in 
the art of war, Henry E. Wing writes in the New 
York Christian Advocate. 


And 
life won his success without any of the 


purely personal advantages with which, in the 
popular fancy, the ideal hero is endowed. 
Grant 


was not a handsome man. 
I mean there was 


nothing specially attractive in his bearing. 
He 


has the reputation of having been a wonderful 
horseman; and be was, of a certain sort, riding, 
occasionally, the most fractious animals, and rid- 
ing always like one of the furies. 
But, mounted 


or afoot,'he had a careless and almost slouching 
manner, and he cut a pretty poor figure, by the 
side of the stately and dignified Meade and Burn- 
side, or the splendid and dashing Sheridan and 
Hancock. 
His habitual conduct was exceedingly 


quiet and reserved, giving one the Impression of 
innate diffidence, bordering on real bashfulness. 
His ordinary conversation was on the most com- 
monplace topics, and I have no recollection of his 
ever giving expression, by look or language, to the 
extraordinary genius with which he was certainly 
endowed. 
. 
The trait for which he was best esteemed, at 


the time I knew him, was his tenacity. But I nm 
certain that it was not appreciated. How, while 
sturdily holding to his main purpose, he sub- 
mitted .the details of the campaign to almost and 
sometimes most radical changes. 
His message to 


General Halleck, from Spottsylvania, "I purpose 
to fight it out on tills lino if it takes all summer," 
was interpreted to mean that he would not r.iter 
his course one iota, whatever might, happen.- This 
did' him great injustice, as representing him to be 


a very stubborn man; while, on the contrary, 
among Grant's most valuable characteristics were 
his open-mindedness and his wonderful faculty of 
putting lessons once learned into practice. 


Behind that impassive face this silent man was 


holding a substantial scheme ior putting down the 
secession. 
This scheme embraced the general 


movements of all the great armies of the United 
Stares and involved the intelligent co-operation 
of half a 
• -ire of loyal general commanders. 


Grant had 
. dently such implicit confidence in 


this general [ilan that no incident of battle, march 
or siege could disturb his equ-nimity. 


Only once In my presence in that whole cam- 


paign did he betray the slightest perturbation or 
vexation. 
That was with his chief subordinate 


on the fatal morning of the Petersburg mine ex- 
plosion. 
After the mine had been fired it was 


absolute!; necessary thnt the assault should be in- 
strintly made. We waited a long time to hear the 
cheers of the men as they would charge through 
the breach. 
At last, facing the stalwart com- 


mander of the army, he cried: "Why don't the 
boys go in?" And on Meade—to whom this seemed 
a new idea—starting to stammer some reply, 
Grant gave htm one look of Intense disgust, and, 
wheeling his horse, rushed headlong to the front. 


An~^xample of this resolute faith occurred at 


the Wilderness.

and reported, in an excited manner, (hat Han- 
cock had been cut off and captured.

sitting on the ground with his back to a tree. He 
did not even get to his feet.
